And His Majeſty erpects that all Scamen, Mari⸗ 
ners and others, who have now ſeen the Examples both of His Juſtice and Percy: (ould 
ſo demean themſelves fo2 the future in His Majeſties Service, as not to fall into any the 
like offences again; Which if any (hall pꝛelume to commit, they {Yall hereafter be pꝛoccded 
againſt with all Rigour and Severity.
